THEIR BODIES EATEN BY DOGS 


Pierre, S. D., 
May 8—Small pox 


continues to be a, source of excite- 
ment and 
apprehension at Pierre 


and Fort Pierre. 


Fourteen Indians out of a band of 


sixteen which was under guard 'at ' 
Cherry Creeek died of the disease. 
It is said by parties who have arrived 
fi-om the reservation that the Indi- 
ans who are not already in quaran- 
tine have scattred among the hills 
along the Cheyenne river and that 
they will allow no one to approach 
them. 


They are terrified at the disease. 


They believe it an infliction of the 
evil spirit. 
By this course they are 


maintaining their 
own quarantine 


and are much easier handled than 
some of the whites. 


Cases are reported of Indians who 


died and were deserted by their com- 
rades without being buried. 
Their 


bodies were found eaten by dogs. 
Agent Hatch of the Cheyenne River 
agency, heard of the occurrence and' 
ordered all the Indian. dogs killed.

Weather of the P«st Week Has Been 


Favorable—Remnants of Last 


Year's Crop Rapidly Bought 


The weather o£ the week has been 


favorable for the recently sown 
to- 


bacco beds and the young plants are 
already appearing, says the Bdger- 
ton Tobacco Reporter. 
These will 


come forward now rapidly under the 
usual conditions and will be of prop- 
er size for transplanting to the fields 
in a. month. 


The unsold fraction of last seas- 


on's crop 
remaining 
in farmers' 


hands is being reduced rapidly 
of 


late, and with indications that it will 
be practically absorbed within a few 
weeks at the present rate of buying. 
There is doubtless a smaller propor- 
tion of the crop remaining unsold 
than a year ago. 


An export outlet affords an open- 


ing for large quantities of low grade 
leaf which promises to clean up the 
surplus stock 
accumulated during 


the past year and 'eaves for domestic 
trade no more than the immediante 
needs of consumption. 
This tends 


to give the leaf market a healthier 
tone. 


L. Weil of New York has purchas- 


ed considerable 1900 leaf from !ocal 
packers, including 1,000 cases from 
Conway Brothers and Company, and 
500 cases from H. N. Hesgard of Or- 
fordville and several hundred cases 
of export leaf. 
A shortage of help 


is prolonging 
the sorting season- 


Since the advent of warm 
weather 


tobacco in bundles is beginning 
to 


heat, making the work much more 
slow and 
difficult. 


The shipments out of storage in 


this market reached twenty car loads 
about 1,000 cases for the week past, 
to a'l points.

president Is away from Washington 
the ship of state will drift without a 
hand at the helm. Far from it. One 
car of the six composing the presiden- 
tial train will be the government office 
Therein will be all the equipment nec- 
essary to the transaction of business, 
Including a corps of clerks, stenogra- 
phers and typewriters. There will be 
two of the White House telegraph op- 
erators prepared to keep the president 
fully informed of the march of events 
and to tap a line if it becomes impera- 
tively necessary for him to send a mes- 
sage between stations. 


As all or nearly all of the cabinet 


will, with their wives, accompany the 
president and Mrs. McKmley it is ex- 
pected that the regular Tuesday and 
Friday cabinet meetings will be. held 
on board the train. The subordinate 
ollieials In Washington will all have 
copies of the schedule of the presiden- 
tial train. 
They will thus be able to 


send at any time, day or niglft, infor- 
mation to their chiefs, and never at 
any time will the heads of the govern- 
ment be out of touch with the conn- 
try's affairs. 


Thus, although the trip Is In the na- 


ture of a vacation and a rest for the 
president and the cabinet, the public 
Interests will not. suffer by their 
«enee from Washington.

the Return Circuit Wire as Provided by Ordin- 


ance—Supt. Hurd Talks About the Job. 


The return circuit -wire which the 


Janesville street railway company is 
putting'.in to comply with the city 
ordinance passed last January for 
the protection of gas and water pipes 
and telephone cables against elec- 
trolysis, is a much more expensive 
proceeding thau the general public 
realizes. 


When asked yesterday how much 


this required improvement 
would 


cost the 
company 
Superintede.nt 


George Hurd said that it was impos- 
sible to give a satisfactory estimate 
at present. Nearly $1,600 has already 
been expended for copper wire and 
labor and this sum only represents a 
beginning. 
Mr. Hurd anticipates a 


costly time on South Main 
street 


where the macadamized 
pavement 


will have to be torn up and put back 
in first class condition. 
It will be 


slow work getting through this pave- 
ment and Mr.. Hurd fears that his 
workmen will, not be able to com- 
plete more than' halC a square a day.
